extensions t.i the Manhattan system. It is pol
likely that then* will bo any persistent and
formidable opposite n to such grants, provided
that the people Income convinced that a new

s| iiit has enti rod the Manhattan councils, and
that the pre-cut managers of the system have

experienced an entire change of heart. Noone
cati dispute thc Obvious truth that the elevated
railroads have not hitherto been managed with
tho purpose of giviny the public the largest
BMBsnra possible of i-iii*k, efficient and com¬

fortable service. The thief ambition of Ihe
Manhattan directors hitherto has leeming!;
been to get hold _f Battery Parki and to give
its patrons as prior a service and as little com¬

fort as it could well supply. Many of the di¬
rectors of the elevated roads who were di¬
rectors when the stroll.-:*st efforts were put
forth to ruin Battery Fark atc directors now.

lt will require overwhelming evidence to satisfy
tho community that these directors bare seen

a new liffht. and will devote themselves here¬
after with a single mind to furnishing New-
York \-.it!i as complete and satisfactory a sys*
tem <»f swift and convenient transportation bs
